SAFETY BOOKLET 


The Department's Safety Bureau is now in the process of revising 
its Employee Safety Manual. A complete revision of format is 
planned. The Manual will Seaniee of separate brochures, each of 
which will embody safety features pertaining to specific categories 


of employment. 


Upon completion of these brochures a safety manual incorporating 

all the categories will be prepared and distributed to all supervising 
personnel. As the result of studies we believe that separate brochures 
aimed directly will appeal to individuals rather than the single 
booklet type of presentation. Various drawings and charts will be 


included in the brochures. 
RADIOLOGICAL MONITORING TRAINING 


In last month's report to the Governor we reviewed the participation 
by Departmental employees in the Radchem instructor's training 
course that was conducted by the Department of Defense. Several 

of the 71 of our employees who received this training are now 
actively engaged in instructing other Department employees in 


the use of radiological metering devices. 
HEALTH PROGRAM 


During the past month, in cooperation with the State Department of 


Health, approximately 600 of our employees participated in a multi-phasic

screening. ge screening included chest x-rays for all over age 
LO who pisred them, tests for tuberculosis and the taking of 


blood samples for general check-up. 


In addition to conducting the program here at our main office 
building dispensary, the team of technicians also operated for one 


day in our southern New Jersey area office at Haddonfield. 
SNOW REMOVAL 


Despite warnings contained in a pre-snow season release issued by 
the Department late in November, which received wide press coverage, 
our first snowfall (December 11 and 12) found motorists and truckers 
behaving much as usual. Stalled cars and jackknifed trucks were 

the principal delaying factors in our removal operation despite the 


fact that drifting did occur, 


The snowfall ranged from about four inches in Cape May County to 17 
and 20 inches in the New York metropolitan and northerly portions 

of the State. Wherever we were not hindered by abandoned vehicles 
the State Highway System was kept passable by the fleet of 1,750 
pieces of equipment and nearly 300 men. Where highways were blocked 
by vehicles we took a chance and made the highway passable. The task 
required an all-out effort by the Department's personnel assigned 

to snow and ice removal and the additional forces that we regularly 


contract with. 
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SNOW REMOVAL, cont'd. 


As planned, the Department followed its new policy of avoiding heavy 
chemical concentrations on bridge structures by halting rock salt 
spreading activities in advance of more than 500 principal bridges 
on the State Highway System. In these places we substituted sanding 
operations and thus far have received no indication of negative 
public medettion or have we seen any apparent indications of possible 


hindrance to traffic movement, 


The major knot in keeping the system open occurred on Route U.S. 1 
(truck) in the Newark area, Here jackknifed trucks completely plugged 
the facility for a considerable period of time and even after the 
roadways were opened double parking cut available roadway space to 


a minimum and as a result frequent jams occurred, 


As in the case with both the public and the Department on the first 
snowfall of each year certain "bugs'' became apparent. We believe 
that we have eliminated most of them from our operations and hope 


that the motoring public has profited by its experience too, 
CONSTRUCTION JOINT VENTURES 
re ene 


With the advent of our increased construction activities in regard 
to Interstate freeways the percentage of large individual construction 
contracts has increased over the past two years. Although we have 


not experienced a dearth of contractors who are prequalified in amounts 
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CONSTRUCTION JOINT VENTURES, cont'd. 


sufficient to handle the work, we have recognized that greater 
participation in bidding could be attained by permitting "joint 
ventures" on the part of smaller contractors. The advantages from 
the contracting industry's point of view are obvious. New Jersey 
has permitted joint ventures upon specific requests of contracting 
organizations in an extremely limited number of instances. Under 
the new ground rules that were explained by the Commissioner at 
the annual gathering of Associated General Contractors in Trenton 
on December 7, two or more of our smaller prequalified contractors 
wishing to combine their forces and finances in undertaking a large 
contract will be able to do so upon approval of revised financial 
and equipment statements submitted at least five working days in 
advance of the date bids are to be received on the project in 


which they are interested. 


The announcement was well received by the contracting fraternity 
and we are looking forward to the mutual advantages to be obtained. 
We are also keeping a watchful eye out for any disadvantages that 


may accrue. 
CONSTRUCTION RESULTS 


During the past month the fruits of our construction activities have 
been apparent in the form of completed projects at eleven locations 


within the State.

CONSTRUCTION RESULTS, cont'd. 


Route 12 = In mid-November we were able to announce virtual 
completion of our Route 12 reconstruction project east of Frenchtown 
‘in Hunterdon County. The $297,000 project was started last January 
to increase safety on the highway section by “aie the roadway. 
The move will also eliminate traffic slow-downs formerly caused by 
a steep up-grade encountered by eastbound traffic leaving Frenchtown. 
The improved section of Route 12 connects with a more modern section 


of the highway in Kingwood Township. 


Route 38 = All work within the limits of our Route 38 reconstruction 
project between Church Road in Delaware Township, Camden County, and Marter 
Avenue in Mt. Laurel, Burlington County, was completed in mid-November. 

The remaining work within the 5=-mile project involves minor construction 
and general clean-up outside traffic lanes. The $1,700,000 project 

was started in August of last year and is one of a series that will 
ultimately result in Route 38 being completely dualized from a junction 
with Routes 30 and 130 at the Camden Airport traffic circle to a point 


near Mt. Holly. 


Within this project's limits an existing 1.8 mile dualized portion 
was improved by widening each roadway and the bordering shoulders. 
This was accomplished mainly by removal of a grass center island and 
substitution of a concrete center barrier. The major portion of the 
project, a 34 mile section from the Route 73 circle to Marter Avenue 


was dualized by widening the existing 20 foot single roadway to 25

(Route 38, cont'd.) - feet adding a 10 foot shoulder along its 
ati edges and constructing a completely new roadway of similar 
dimensions. The new roadway is now in use as a permanent westbound 
facility and the improved former highway section is in permanent 
use for eastbound traffic. The medial device used in this instance 
was an earth center island 16 feet wide bordered by 9 inch high 


concrete curbs. 


Route 80S - As an aid to motorists leaving the Camden-Philadelphia 
area via the Walt Whitman Bridge and Interstate Route 80S in Camden 
County during the late afternoon rush hour, the Department on November 
22 opened an additional two new lanes that had been built into Route 
80S between Route 130 and Route 2. The move has afforded a total 
of five traffic lanes within this area. Between the bridge and Route 
130 the same number of lanes were also included in the original con- 


struction. 


Two new lanes to complement the route's northbound 3-lane roadway 


Will be available for opening within the near future. 


The widening project is part of an overall construction undertaking 
that includes paving a previously graded 3-mile section of Interstate 
295 from its junction with Route 80S in Mt. Ephraim northerly to 
Copley Road in Barrington. This paving section is now near completion 


and will be available for traffic use this spring. 
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CONSTRUCTION RESULTS, cont'd, 
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Route 10 = Late last month our widening of a 3.7 mile section 
of Route 10 to a h-lane highway between Whippany and Morris Plains 
was completed. This 100 percent State financed project was started 
in December of last year at a cost of approximately $875,000 and 
consisted of widening the old 30 foot wide (3 lane) roadway to a more 
modern four lane, 8 foot wide facility flanked by wide surfaced 


10 foot wide shoulders, 


Routes 1 & 9 = On November 25 we were able to announce completion 
of another safety improvement project that eliminated more than two 
dozen dangerous left turn conditions on Route 1 in Edison Township 
and on Route U.S. 9 in Sayreville and Madison Townships, Middlesex 


County. 


The improvement was accomplished at each location by closing center 
island openings and constructing left turn jJughandle facilities, Only 
incidental work outside the traffic lanes of the $450,000 project 


remain to be polished off, 


Route 1 = Earlier this month all work concerned with our $900,000 
Route 1-Milltown Road Overpass and interchange in New Brunswick Township, 
Middlesex County, was completed. The new overpass carries Milltown- 

New Brunswick traffic over Route 1 and the interchange permits all 
ebayer tional movements between the two highways. In order to facilitate 


construction principal roadways and ramps of the interchange were opened 
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CONSTRUCTION RESULTS, cont'd. 


Route 1, cont'd.) - to traffic for the past several weeks. 


Under the same construction Route 1 was also completely rehabilitated 
for a 1.2 mile stretch between the Route 130 traffic circle and College 
Farm Road. The former earth center island in this area was replaced 
by a 26 inch high concrete center barrier, both roadways were widened 
to 27 feet and resurfaced with bituminous concrete. Wide, hard- 


surfaced shoulders were installed. 


Route 35 - Started last February, our $842,000 widening and resurfacing 
of the 2.5 mile long Route 35 section between Smith Street, Perth 
Amboy, and the New Jersey Turnpike in Woodbridge, was completed during 
the first week of this month. The old facility varied in width from 
2 to 3 lanes and included 2 narrow bridge structures over the yards 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad. As part of the work two new bridges 


of greater width were built. 


Route 23 = Improvement of a 5 mile Route 23 stretch within Wayne 
Township, Cedar Grove, Little Falls and Verona, Passaic and Essex 
Counties, was completed early this month. Other work completed under 
the $295,000 contract, started last August, was construction of new 
curbing along a major portion of the distance, modification of several 
intersections to permit easier and safer turning movements and in- 


stallation of several storm drainage facilities. 
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CONSTRUCTION RESULTS, cont'd. 


Route 20 = All ramps of our new interchange connecting Route 20 
(McLean Boulevard) and Route (Broadway) in Paterson were opened to 
traffic on December 9. The interchange, located along the west bank 
‘of the Passaic River, replaces a traffic circle that no longer could 
handle the increasingly heavy traffic volumes with safety and free 


traffic flow. Work on this $211,500 project was started last June. 


Route 1 Truck = Our contractor is now finishing final details on 
the new Raymond Boulevard ramp to southbound Routes 1 and 9 at the 
foot of the Pulaski Skyway in Newark. The $90,000 project: has 
eliminated an old ramp that formerly brought this traffic into Route 
1's traffic flow in the middle of the through highway. The new ramp 
eliminates conflicting traffic on Raymond Boulevard and brings the 


traffic into Route 1 on its right hand side, 


Route 10 = Another 3.8 mile Route 10 rehabilitation project, ex- 
tending from the Livingston traffic circle westerly to the Whippany-~ 
Troy Hills Road in Hanover Township, Morris County, is rapidly approaching 
completion. As within the limits of the 3.7 mile Whippany to Route 53 
section described earlier in this report, the widening in this area 
also increased the 3 lane highway to a new total width of 48 feet in 
order to accommodate |; lanes of traffic and provide new 10-foot wide 


hard surfaced shoulders. The project's cost was approximately $830,000. 
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CONSTRUCTION RESULTS, cont'd. 


Interstate Route 80 = Two new projects that are part of the Bergen=- 
Passaic Expressway construction were bid on during the past month. 
On November 23 a $932,393 bid was the lowest of three received for 
stabilizing a 1,500 foot stretch of reclaimed marshland in Teterboro 
and South Hackensack. Here sand drains will be installed to prepare 
the unstable land areas immediately adjacent to Green Street and the 
Erie Railroad to support relatively heavy earth embankments that will 
carry the freeway's roadway approaches to a new viaduct that will 
span Green Street and the Railroad. On December 7 there were ten 
bidders on a contract for building the foundations and superstructure 
for the freeway's bridge over the Hackensack River between Ridgefield 
Park and Hackensack. Low bid was approximately $698,000. Both of 
these projects are part of the expedited program for building a 6 
mile portion of Interstate Routes 80 and 95 between the George 
Washington Bridge and Route 17 by mid-1962. More detailed information 
concerning each of these projects is included in the news releases 


that are part of this report.

Essex and Morris Counties. 


Trenton, Dec. 9 ~ The New Jersey State Highway Department announced today 
that final work on another Route 10 safety rehabilitation project should be 
completed within the next two weeks, 

Construction crews are winding up incidental construction and clean-up along 
the 3.8 mile long project which extends from the Livingston traffic circle in 
Livingston, Essex County, westerly to Whippany-Troy Hills Road in Hanover Township, 
Morris County. Clean-up operations will not interfere with traffic on the 
improved highway. 

Within the limits of the project Route 10 has been widened from its former 
breadth of 30 feet (3 lanes) to a new width of 8 feet (lh lanes), and has been 
completely resurfaced with a three-inch thick layer of bituminous concrete. 

The hard surfaced shoulders constructed along the outer edges of the new 
four-lane roadway measure ten feet in width so that motorists can park clear of 
the main roadway, 

Also completed under this $830,000 construction contract were some inter- 
section improvements and turn-around facilities. 

To minimize traffic interruptions at least one traffic lane in each direction 
was open at all times during construction, Suitable signs, barricades and flares 
were posed where needed to warn motorists of construction ahead. 

The near-completed project is one of four either completed or under con- 
struction on Route 10. 

To the east a similar rehabilitation project extending from Livingston 
traffic circle 1,8 miles easterly to Teed Road has just started and will cost 


approximately $582,000.

To the west another similar $857,000 project is practically completed 
between Mt. Pleasant Turnpike in Hanover Township 3.7 miles westerly to Route 53 
in Morris Plains, Morris County. 

In Randolph Township, Morris County, another Route 10 project, completed 
in August at a cost of more than $00,000, saw the construction of an overpass 
at Saiem Street. 

Future Highway Department plans for Route 10 call for a similar widening 
and resurfacing project from Salem Street to Ledgewood Circle in Roxbury Township. 


$1 million was set aside in the Department's 1959-60 program for the project.

‘Trenton, Dec. 9 = The New Jersey State Highway Department's contractor 
is completing final construction details on the new Raymond Boulevard ramp 
southbound Route 1 and 9 at the foot of the Pulaski Skyway in Newark. 

According to a Highway Department spokesman the remaining work on the 
$90,000. project consists of incidental construction and general clean up 
operations that will not interfere with traffic. 

The Highway Department project was started in April to eliminate the exist- 
ing "on" ramp from Raymond Boulevard to Route U.S. 1 & 9 southbound and build 
a new one better suited to the traffic pattern that has developed since the 
original construction several years ago, 

The new ramp leaves the north side of Raymond Boulevard, passes under the 
Skyway, crosses over Raymond Boulevard by means of a new overpass bridge and 
joins Route 1 & 9 on its westerly side. 

According to a Highway Department spokesman the revision has produced a 
safety advantage, particularly to trucks which now enter Route U.S. 1&9 on 
its extreme right (or slow lane) side. The former facility brought this traffic 
on Route 1 & 9 in its center. 

Another safety advantage pointed out by the Department is that the new ramp 
has eliminated the necessity for westbound Raymond Boulevard traffic to cross 
heavy eastbound Raymond Boulevard traffic in order to get on Route U.S. 1& 9

Trenton, Dec, 8 ~ A bid of $36,108.70 submitted by the Union Building & 
Construction Corp., of Passaic, was the lowest of eight accepted today by the 
New Jersey State Highway Department on a contract for widening part of Route 510 
(Columbia Turnpike) in Morris County.. 

Other bidders on the contract were: Whippany Construction Co., Hanover, 
$3h6,719.23; Sappah Construction Co., Montvale, $355,350.00; P. Michelotti & 
Sons, Saddle Brook, $357,985.45; Robert Bossert & Co., Newark, $363,88h.2h; 
Franklin Contracting Co., Little Falls, $392,649.97; Scaletti-Knowles, Inc., 
Pompton Lakes, $399,830.20; Samuel Braens Sons, Hawthorne, $17,2)1.60. 

The project consists of widening the 2,3 mile section of Route 510 located 
between Ridgedale Avenue in Florham Park, and Park Avenue in Hanover Township, 
from its present 20-foot width to a four-lane width of 46 feet; bordering 
portions of the new roadway with concrete curbs; and surfacing the entire highway 
section with bituminous concrete. 

The additional roadway width to be built alongside the existing two-lane 
concrete highway will consist of a macadam base seven inches thick which will 
support a bituminous concrete surface layer three inches thick that also will 
extend over the worn concrete pavement. 

Concrete curbs will border the widened route for 600 feet easterly from 
the Park Avenue intersection, for 2,000 feet easterly from the vicinity of 
Elm Street, and for 2,200 feet westerly from the Ridgedale Avenue intersection.

The iaterchansey located along the west bank of the Passaic River, replaces 
a traffic circle that no longer could handle the increasingly heavy traffic 
volumes with safety and free traffic flow. Work on this $211,500 project was 
started last June. 

One new ramp carries-southbound Route 20 through traffic. Another carries 
northbound Route 20 motorists heading for eastbound Route h. These two ramps 
criss-cross in the middle of the old circle via a new overpass, thus eliminating 
the former at-grade cross traffic created by these two traffic movements. 

The two other principal ramps involved connect eastbound Route h traffic 
to southbound Route 20, and southbound Route 20 motorists to eastbound Route h. 

Other conventional vehicular movements between the two urban highways can 
be accomplished by using nearby local streets. 

All ramps are constructed of a seven inch macadam base course and a three 
inch bituminous concrete surface.

Highway Department plans call for constructing 1) cross drains under Route

Starting at the southern end of the project, the pipeline will be constructed 
of 15-inch diameter concrete pipe. In the vicinity of Grant Avenue the pipe

Branch the pipe will be 8 inches in diameter. The pipeline will cross under

According to a Highway Department spokesman a "Jug Handle" is a short sec-= 
tion of service road that sweeps away from a highway, then curves back to join 
it at a right angle. Motorists wanting to make a left turn at a jug handle 
intersection follow the short road around, then cross the main highway under 
signal light control. 

On U.S. 1 the construction took place entirely in Edison Township. Between 
Plainfield Avenue and Old Post Road south of the Ford Motor Company's assembly 
plant, seventeen island openings were closed, and six jug handles and turnaround 
ramps were built. 

One pair of conventional jug handles was built at the Ford Plant, another 
pair at Old Post Rad.

South Hackensack, Bergen County.

The sand drains will be installed adjacent to the Erie Railroad and Greem

The project is part of a series of construction contracts that have been 
let within the past several months for completion of Interstate Route 95 and 
80 portions of the Bergen-Passaic Expressway that will connect the George 
Washington Bridge with Route 17 to the west and the New Jersey Turnpike to the 
south.

Interstate Route 95 and Interstate Route 80 are both freeways coming under 
the 41,000 mile network of freeways linking major metropolitan areas throughout 
the United States.

Trenton, Nov. 22 ~ "Bridge May Be Slippery" is the message New Jersey 
motorists will read on a new series of State Highway Department advisory signs 
this winter as they approach more than 500 principal bridges on the State 
Highway system, 

The new signs are diamond shaped and have the warning message painted in 
black letters on a headlight-reflecting yellow background. 

A Highway Department spokesman said that the Statewide sign posting operation 
now underway is a new safety and maintenance project, stemming from a planned 
change in winter snow and ice control procedure that goes in effect this year. 

For the past two winter seasons the Department has employed rock salt in 
providing near ice-free and snow-free pavements to motorists throughout the 
state. As part of a concurrent continuing study of chemical de-icing effects on 
pavements and structures, Departmental engineering observers have recommended 
the program be modified now to eliminate all possibilities of heavy chemical con- 
centrations occuring on bridge structures, 

As a result this year on bridges and bridge approaches the Department's ice 
and snow control crews will apply only sand and cinders that have been lightly 
treated with calcium chloride. The abrasive treatment area will extend from 
500 feet in advance of each bridge to the same distance beyond the structure. 

According to a Department spokesman the change will furnish a necessary 
aid for the Department's engineers in evaluating indications of possible costly 


damage to structures as the result of heavy chemical concentrations,

SNOW REMOVAL 


As the Department's Maintenance Bureau completes the final details of its 
snow removal and ice control campaign the Department emphasizes that the first 
snowfall may come any day now, and urges all drivers to provide essential winter 
season protection and facilities for their vehicles without further delay. 

Highway Department records show, despite early and extensive preparation 
by its Bureau Pe stdc Maintenance, that last year's first heavy snow in early 
December created wholly unnecessary problems in maintaining traffic because 
some motorists had lagged in their individual preparations. 

To prevent avoidable traffic jams during the storm period maintenance 
officials urge motorists to check their anti-freeze, inspect or purchase tire 
chains or snow tires, and as an extra precaution against getting stuck to put 
a shovel and a small bag of sand in the car trunk, 

Its own preparations, the Department spokesman said, are now just about 
100 per cent complete with installation of the last of more than 120 miles of 
snow fence now being erected. The overall preparations, getting snow plows and 
salt and sand spreaders in shape and deployed around the state, stockpiling 
abrasives, assigning personnel, contracting for standby trucks and men, and a 
host of other details, began in mid-summer. 

This year the Department will throw increased manpower, more equipment, 
and better inter-communications into the annual battle with snow and ice, winter 
weather's chief contributions to dangerous driving conditions. 

The Department's first line of attack on ridding the highways of packed 
snow and ice again will employ rock salt (22,000 tons)abrasives such as sand and 


cinders (30,000 cubic yards) and calcium chloride (2,970 tons).

State Highway Department equipment slated for use in snow and ice control 
includes everything from heavy-duty road-graders to snow plows equipped with blowers 
and salt spreaders. There will be 1,750 pieces of equipment available in all, 301 
more than last year. 

The Department will employ, or have on momentary call, about 2,872 men ready 
to keep the highways open; that's 296 more men than last year's force. Of these 
men, 900 will be employed by outside contractors. These men are subject to call 
during extreme weather conditions by 88 contractors covering 128 snow sections, 
and will use 50 trucks equipped with Highway Department plows and spreaders. 

Communications between Department headquarters and section supervisors will 
be possible on the largest scale in Departmental history. A total of 255 vehicles 
are equipped with radio transmitters and receivers which are served by ten base 
radio stations throughout the state. This communications system will enable 
foremen and supervisors to shift men and equipment on the road system in minimum 


time. 


For the fifth consecutive year, the Department will receive forewarnings of 
ominous weather from the Northeast Weather Service of Lexington, Massachusetts. 
Around-the-clock weather warnings and alerts will be received by the Department. 
This service will prove especially valuable during periods of rapid weather changes. 


In road sections where ice or hard packed snow make driving extremely hazard- 


ous, sand is spread to permit temporary traction and rock salt is added to melt 
the ice and snow. Calcium chloride is added to sand while being stored in quantity 
to keep the piles from freezing hard, This substance is also mixed with rock salt 
when the temperature drops below 20 degrees to keep the salt from forming into 
large chunks. 

All equipment, material, and personnel will be ready to roll almost upon 


immediate notice from "Old Man Winter".

On December 15 the Department will receive contractors! sealed competitive 
bids for construction of a more than one-half mile long interchange at the 
approaches of the George Washington Bridge. 

The interchange is designed to connect both directions of Route h, Inter- 
state Route 95 and Routes 1, 9 and 6 to both roadway levels of the bridge, and 
provide local connections to and from Fletcher Avenue. 

The huge interchange, planned to ultimately carry up to 172,600 freely 
moving vehicles a day, will be needed in mid-1962 to handle the greatly increased 
traffic that will use the bridge when its second deck is completed. 

Highway Department plans place the easterly starting point of the multi-lane 
interchange construction at the Fletcher Avenue bridge in Fort Lee. Its path 
then sweeps northward for six-tenths of a mile until it crosses Route h just 
south of Jones Road. 

The overall interchange is over 3,200 feet in length and varies from 300 
feet to 750 feet in width. This path will carry 20 traffic lanes on eight 
separate roadways to permit free flow of through-traffic and interchange of 
traffic from one roadway to another. If all the roadways to be built within 
the project limits were to be considered as a single continuous lane it would

Another overpass bridge, 600 feet long, will carry westbound Routes 1, 9 
and 46 over six eastbound and westbound connecting ramps, local expressways and 
through expressways to the bridge approach. 

The existing Fletcher Avenue bridge will be extended to 20 feet in length 
and under go major reconstruction to allow seven separate roadways containing 
17 traffic lanes, plus a single-lane ramp, to pass under it. 

The Highway Department's specifications for the overall project require its 
completion by October 1, 1962. Routes 1, 9, 6 and roadways that will connect 
directly to the George Washington bridge plaza, must be completed by July 1, 1962. 

The Highway Department has five other Interstate Route 95 projects underway 
north of the proposed interchange. In Leonia overpasses are being constructed 
at Broad Avenue and Grand Avenue, and a flume to divert Flat Rock Brook. 

Between the Erie Railroad and Teaneck Creek h million feet of vertical

According to a Highway Department spokesman all work within the limits of 
the roadway has been completed. Remaining work within the five-mile project 
involves minor construction and general clean-up outside the traffic lanes. 

The $1,700,000 project, -started in August, 1959, is one of a series that 
will eventually see Route 38 completely dualized from a junction with Routes 30 
and 130 at the Camden Airport traffic circle to a point near Mt. Holly with a 
concrete center barrier installed along its entire length. Future construction 
will replace the low center island now separating the Route's roadways between 
the Airport circle and Cooperstown Road with concrete center barrier, which has 
proven successful in preventing head-on collisions on over 8 miles of heavily 
traveled highways throughout the state, 

The Highway Department's long-range plans call for a completely new freeway 
to extend from the end of dualized Route 38 south of Mt. Holly to Route 3 in 
Monmouth County, west of Belmar, where it will join an already completed section 
of Route 38, 

Within the near-completed Route 38 project an existing dualized portion from 
Church Road for 2,100 feet to Mill Road, has been widened from 2h to about 27 feet 
for each roadway, and new bituminous concrete shoulders, ten feet wide, constructed 
along the outside edges of each roadway.

The dual section between Mill Road and the Route 73 traffic circle, over a 
mile long, has been completely rehabilitated. The current 10-foot wide earth 
center island was replaced by a concrete center barrier curb twenty inches high. 
By removing the old island and the existing oiled gravel shoulders each roadway 
was widened from 20 to about 27 feet. New shoulders, ten feet wide, and the 
widened road, have been surfaced with bituminous concrete. 

The 3.5 mile highway section from the Route 73 circle to Marter Avenue is now 
a full dual highway. 

The existing 20 foot wide single roadway was widened to 25 feet and a new 10- 
foot wide shoulder constructed along its outer edge. It is now a permanent two- 
lane westbound roadway. 

A new center island, 16 feet wide and bordered by 9 inch high vertical curbs, 
separates the westbound roadway from a completely new roadway now carrying east- 
bound traffic, Both roadways are bituminous concrete surfaced for their full 25 
foot width. Overall width of the new dualized section is 110 feet including ten= 
foot bituminous concrete shoulders and top-soiled outer safety berms. 


Safety improvements included construction of jughandles and other turn-around 


facilities at Mill-Columbia Road, Rudderow Avenue, Leonola Road, Nixon Drive, Church 


Street, and Laurel Road. The jughandle permits motorists to make left-hand turns 
in safety outside the main highway traffic by swinging right to the cross road and 
then moving directly across the highway under traffic light control. 

Costs of the project were shared by State and Federal Governments on a 50-50 
basis. 

During the entire period that construction was underway highway traffic was 
carried through the project area without major interruption.

Trenton, Nov. 15 ~ The New Jersey State Highway Department announced today 
virtual completion of its Route 12 reconstruction project east of Frenchtown, 
Hunterdon County. 

The $297,000 highway reconstruction project was started last January to 
increase safety of the highway section and eliminate traffic slow-downs caused 
by the steep up-grade encountered by eastbound traffic leaving Frenchtown. 

The improved section of Route 12 extends from Little Nishisakawick Creek 
in Frenchtown easterly for 1. miles to the beginning of the existing Route 12 
concrete pavement in Kingwood Township. 

Roadway reconstruction work replaced the former high-crowned two-lane 
treated gravel road with a three-lane bituminous concrete highway 36 feet wide 
bordered by concrete curbs. Two lanes are reserved for eastbound traffic leaving 
Frenchtown,with trucks and other slow-moving vehicles using the outer lane 
and faster vehicles using the center (eastbound) lane for by-passing. 

Remaining work on the 100% State financed project, top-soiling, seeding 


and general clean-up, will be completed in the near future.

Trenton, Nove 10 - A bid of $378,161.35 submitted by Michael J. Stavola 
Inc, Red Bank, was the lowest of 6 received today by the New Jersey State 
Highway Department on a contract for dualizing 2.4 miles of Route 36 in West 
Long Branch, Monmouth County. 

The 100 per cent State financed project, which extends from the Route 35 
traffic circle in Eatontown easterly to a point beyond Victor Avenue in West 
Long Branch, will provide motorists with eastbound and westbound two-lane road- 
ways separated by a grass center island 0 feet wide. 

Other bidders on the contract were: Charles J. Hesse, Inc., Belford, 
$383,139.65; lianzo Contracting Co., Inc., Matawan, $390,294.85; Fred McDowell, 
Neptune, 39,635.43 Jannerone Engineering Co., Matawan, $457,571.65; J. Fe 
Chapman & Sons, Inc., Hillside, $536,814.30. 

Existing Route 36 in this area consists of single 23-foot wide 2-lane roadway 
flanked on each side by ten-foot wide bituminous treated shoulders. From the 
Route 35 traffic circle to Broadway in West Long Branch it will remain to carry 
future westbound traffic. From Broadway to Turtle lill Brook the existing 
roadway will be used for future eastbound traffic. 

The new roadway will have two 12-foot wide traffic lanes bordered by a ten 
foot shoulder along the outer edre, and a three-foot shoulder flanking the center 
island. Traffic lanes will be surfaced with bituminous concrete three inches 
thick supported by a six-inch thick stabilized bituminous base course and a 
subbase eight inches thick. Shoulders will consist of a seven-inch gravel base 


course topped with a two-inch thick bituminous surface.

At Broadway new interchange ramps will be built to provide easy connections 
between the dual highway and the local street. 

At the intersection with Route 71 two jughandles will be constructed to 
permit left turns from Route 36 to be made completely outside through traffic 
lanes. Plans call for some revision of traffic signals now located at that 
intersection, Oceanport venue and Broadway. 

Permanent surfacing of the dual roadways cut through the center of Route 
35 traffic circle last spring also is included in the contract. 

A total of 80 working days has been allowed for completion of the project. 
All bids will be reviewed by State Highway engineers before the contract is 
awarded. 
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
